AXMINSTER Town’s fond farewell to Sector Lane is 
on hold - at least for another few weeks. Contrary to 
reports in other newspapers, Saturday’s 1-0 victory 
over Galmpton United was not the Tigers’ swan-song 
at Sector. 

Axminster are planning to move to a new ground 
in Chard Road, having agreed to sell Sector to devel¬ 
opers Devonshire Homes who will be building 71 new 
homes on the football field.

Huge crowds for 
carnival night 

HUGE crowds descended on Axminster on Saturday 
evening for the town’s busiest night of the year - the 
annual carnivalprocession. 

Organisers reported that collections were up on 
last year and police had a fairly quiet evening, re¬ 
porting justtwo arrests, althoughthey confiscated 
“numerous bottles” of alcohol” from underage 
drinkers. 

The showpiece event was won overall by Sid Vale 
Carnival Club’s “Bump In The Night” entry, which im¬ 
pressed crowds and judges alike. 

Organisers say the collecting teams took a total of 
£1,500 plus, about £200 better than last year. 


IT’S been some years since I have been able to 
watch a carnival rather than reporting on it.

But Courtenay coped well with his allergy and 
was a brilliantly loyal and efficient staff member.

talking about our newspaper days together and 
the fun we had. 

I wanted to make sure I saw the Axminster Car¬ 
nival to support Mervyn Symes, who did his usual 
splendid job commentating in Trinity Square in his 
inimitable style. 

Axminster lags a bit behind the other East Devon 
carnivals when it comes to week-long events.

SEATON 

Council opposes 
access to site 

COUNCILLORS have spoken out against a town cen¬ 
tre development amid concerns it will cause a “vast 
disturbance”. 

Seaton Town councillors opposed an application 
for a licence to allow developers access across 
Windsor Gardens at last Monday’s full town council. 

The work to build 13 dwellings, an access road, 
parking, turning areas and a cycle track, is due to 
take 12 months to complete. 

In return for the temporary access, the developer 
will be rebuilding the falling L-shaped wall in the 
corner of the Windsor Gardens plot as well as regen¬ 
erating the gardens, replanting trees and shrubs and 
renovating the rose bed. 

Town councillors believe residents in Seaton will 
gain nothing from the development other than 
months of disruption with no community benefit. 
There were also worries about 16 ton lorries causing 
congestion in the town and reversing in and around 
Cross Street.

Plans for new village school go on show 


MRS Ethelston’s Primary School in Uplyme will be 
showcasing plans this weekend for its proposed reloca¬ 
tion. 

It is hoped the school will move to land between Up¬ 
lyme Village Hall and the new Guinness housing, cur¬ 
rently under construction, on Lyme Road. 

The existing school falls short of providing decent fa¬ 
cilities for the children of Uplyme, with limited and poor 
quality teaching space, no school hall for assembly, 
lunchtimes and wet play, no grassed area for outside 
sports and issues with subsidence. In addition, there are 
currently six classrooms for seven-year groups, meaning 
that peer groups have to be split. 

Chairman of the school’s trustees, Neil Pullinger, said: 
“The existing school cannot be improved in situ. The site 
is too small and there are land stability issues. A major 
reconfiguration of the existing school would be very ex¬ 
pensive and disruptive and would fail to deliver the step- 
change in facilities that is so badly needed.” 

Plans will be on show between 3pm and 8pm on Lriday, 
September 21st and 9am and 1pm on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 22nd, with local dignitaries being invited to view the 
proposals on the Lriday. 

As well as showing the plans, the exhibition will in¬ 
clude children’s ideas for the new school and the School 
Build Planning Team will be available to answer ques¬ 


tions. Those attending will be encouraged to fill in a feed¬ 
back form. The build proposal includes a new two-storey 
school building incorporating a hall, seven classrooms, 
administration offices, storage and visitor reception, as 
well as a grassed area for team sports. The design and 
layout of the proposal have been shaped by planning, 
transportation and flood risk considerations, and further 
information will be available at the exhibition. 

The school building will be set back from the Guinness 
housing and Lyme Road, and will face away from the 
housing, sympathetic to the needs of the community and 
designed to complement the village. The location of the 
proposed school building has been established following 
extensive modelling and discussions with the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, which has now accepted the principle of 
the layout. 

The school trustees are preparing an outline planning 
application for the proposal, which they hope to submit 
in the next few weeks. They hope to establish the princi¬ 
ple of the new school on the site by obtaining an outline 
planning permission. 

Visual appearance and landscaping will be addressed 
at the detailed planning stage, but the trustees envisage a 
high standard of sustainable design and building opera¬ 
tions . The aim is to create a high-quality learning envi¬ 
ronment for children and teachers.

New governors at school

THE new governing body at All Saints Primary School 
has met for the first time. 

As reported last week, the previous governors resigned 
on September 4th after it emerged that suspended head¬ 
teacher Christine Hollidge could return. 

The fall-out between Mrs Hollidge and the previous 
governors has been well-publicised since last autumn. 
Details of the investigation remain secret but it has 
emerged that Mrs Hollidge is still suspended despite her 
return appearing to be a distinct possibility. 

In a letter to parents dated September 12th, chairman 
of governors Michelle Perryman wrote: "Last night the 
chair and vice-chair were elected and the governors 


began the process of managing their workload and 
agreeing delegation. 

"At the next meeting we will be looking at the parent 
governor vacancies as a matter of urgency. The new gov¬ 
erning body continues to work closely with both the 
local authority and the diocese, their ongoing advice and 
support is welcomed and appreciated. 

"Finally I have to inform you that at the present time 
Mrs Hollidge continues to be suspended from her role 
as headteacher and that Martin O'Mahony will continue 
his role as acting headteacher." 

Mrs Hollidge's union representative had not responded 
to a request for comment at the time of going to press.

Five injured in

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Plaque marks town’s historic benefactors

A PLAQUE was unveiled 
at Colyton Cottage on Sat¬ 
urday to commemorate 
Commander George Eyre 
Powell and his family - 
former great benefactors 
to Colyton. 

The plaque was unveiled 
on the family’s former 


home by chairman of the 
Colyton Chamber of Feof¬ 
fees, Philip Richards, and 
Jim Board in the absence 
of his brother, Sid Powell, 


the current executor of the 
Powell estate and known 
locally for his involve¬ 
ment in Colyton Social 
Club. 


Mr Board said it gave 
him “great pleasure” to 
unveil the plaque on the 
Eyre Powell family’s for¬ 
mer residence. He spoke 
of how they were great 
benefactors to Colyton and 
said the plaque “honoured 
this great family’s gen¬ 
erosity. 

Colyton Parish History 
Society member, John 
Cochrane, then spoke 
about the life of Com¬ 
mander Eyre Powell, bom 
in 1790 at Great Connel. 

In 1806, one year after 
the Battle of Trafalgar, he 
joined the Navy as a mid¬ 
shipman, serving on the 
Wizard, a 16 gun brig- 
sloop, used to capture and 
destroy French supply 
ships in the Mediter¬ 
ranean. 

In 1809 he was trans¬ 
ferred to the frigate Am- 
phion and placed in 
command of a tender on 
which he succeeded in 
capturing many enemy’s 
vessels. However, when in 
charge of two heavily 
laden prizes, he was at¬ 
tacked by French warships 
and was forced to surren¬ 
der. 

Eyre Powell was impris¬ 
oned, first in Ancona and 
then marched across the 
Alps to Verdun. From here 
with two companions he

managed to escape and, 
after making their way to 
Hollan, they comman¬ 
deered a fishing boat and 
were picked up in the 
Channel. 

He served further in the 
Atlantic and Mediter¬ 
ranean. He was thn ap¬ 
pointed to the Victory, 
then the guard ship in 
Portsmouth and was pro¬ 
moted to Commander. 

In 1819 he married 
Catherine Kingdon and 
they lived in Dorset before 
moving to Colyton Cot¬ 
tage in 1826. They carried 
out much-needed renova¬ 


tion to the house, trans¬ 
forming the garden and 
building a large glass- 
fronted summer house and 
a grotto lined with shells. 

Commander Eyre Pow¬ 
ell, known in the town as 
Captain Powell, took an 
active part in local affairs 
and was treasurer of 
George’s Meeting House 
until his death in 1855, 
under which he is now 
burned. He also served on 
the Chamber of Feoffees. 

He and his wife had six 
children but their only son 
died of scarlet fever aged 
17.

Twenty years 


2 012 is celebrating the Axminster Awareness 
Centre’s 20th year. In those 20 years the charity 
has proudly assisted in helping over 20,000 peo¬ 
ple who have needed support. The Centre started with 
a handful of budding volunteers who actively engaged 
in supporting self-help awareness. The building was 
rented in 1991 and the dedicated volunteers spent one 
year of their free time renovating the building so it 
could be opened to the public in 1992. The Centre 
started with just a handful of enthusiastic therapists in¬ 
cluding Gillian Perrow, who has worked at the centre 
for over 20 years and is now the Chair of Trustees. 
Gillian, a trained counsellor, remembers the gener- 
ousity of John Tweed who donated substantially to the 
charity to enable them to buy Hanover House in Chard 
Street, Axminster in 1994. 

The Centre 

Within the centre there are six multipurpose rooms 
to hire, classes, a library, tea and coffee facilities and 
a beautiful garden. The rooms at only £6 per hour can 
facilitate all kinds of meetings or training. Look out 
for our new look rooms this autumn. Yoga and medi¬ 
tation are run weekly for a ‘de-stress’ midweek. Our 
library is very extensive with a wide selection of self- 
help books from nutrition to time management. With 
donations as little as 20 pence per book there is so 
much knowledge at your fingertips. Many people 
choose to make a cuppa, unwind and dive into a good 
book.

How many more 
collisions will it take? 


■ LAST Thursday, yet another serious vehicle crash 
occurred on the A35 at Kilmington; this time 
requiring the call-out of the air-ambulance. 

This stretch of highway must be one of the most 
potentially dangerous in the area. Consider this - the 
main road is bounded by a popular public house, and 
an extensive vehicle service-station area. 

The crossroads, where drivers and pedestrians take 
their lives in their hands every time they approach, 
serve a busy farm shop in one direction; and 
Kilmington village, its hall, school and shop in the 
other. 

All these establishments create traffic, adults and 
children; and all have to live with danger each time 
they approach the A35. 

And what have the traffic authorities done about 


this obvious ‘black spot’? After much deliberation 
they decided to cut the approach speed limit from 60 
to 50 mph. Big deal! 

The effect on the overall traffic speed has been 
negligible, and when you are faced with a 40-ton 
articulated truck hurtling down the hill towards this 
area of population and rural activity, anything can 
happen - and occasionally does. 

This situation should just not be allowed to 
continue. A police spokesman tells me that there is 
nothing to stop a speed limit being reduced from 60 
to 40, even 30 mph in one fell swoop, if the occasion 
demands. 

Take the village of Wilmington, a few miles away 
up the same road. The place, and its people, are 
protected by 40 and 30 mph speed limits, and yet it 


Solar is long term investment 


■ WITH reference to the front page 
story in last week’s Pulman’s View 
from Seaton on the installation of 
solar panels at Seaton Hospital, I 
see that a £27,000 investment is 
predicted to generate 17,700KWh 
of electricity per year. 

Over the last year, our well 
insulated, three bedroom ‘semi’ has 
consumed 11,500KWh of energy at 
a total cost of £690, so about one 


and a half of ‘me’ would require 
17000KWh of energy at about 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Thus, even if no further 
maintenance costs were required, it 
would still require 27 years to get 
my money back - not a very 
enticing prospect! 

BUT what about the £2,600 
annual repayments? That is a 
subsidy, required because nobody 


would invest in a 27 year payback 
project and where does it come 
from? That’s right, you and me, the 
taxpayer, so the more panels that 
are installed, the more we pay to 
support the subsidy. 

Seaton Hospital may be leading 
but this is one path I will not be 
following.

Poor harvest 

WILL this, I wonder, be one of the worst harvests for 
years? Even as I write, towards mid-September, there are 
still fields of standing com waiting for the combine. 

Two fields away from my office a three acre field of 
barley is still standing but barely worth the time, effort 
and money in terms of yield. There is virtually no com 
in the heads, or what there is remains stunted. I spoke to 
a farmer friend who has just completed cutting a 
substantial acreage of wheat, but the yield and quality is 
poor. 

The natural hedgerow harvest is also disappointing. 
Where last autumn I picked pounds of sloes to make sloe 
gin or vodka, this year I have yet to see a single sloe, and 
while a few blackberries have ripened, the majority 
remain stunted, hard and red. 

Nor have I seen any elderberries to speak of, so, all in 
all, the wretched summer and lack of sunshine seem to 
have wreaked havoc throughout the countryside. 
Perhaps, though, there will be compensation by way of a 
wild mushroom harvest. 

The countryside is now turning autumnal. The fresh 
greens of early summer have turned darkly dowdy and 
leaves are crisp and browning. However, it seems that 
we may be in for a colourful autumn, as a result of the 
rain and recent sunshine. 

Small enough compensation, however, for the dreadful 
summer. The only beneficiary, however, seems to have 
been rabbits! Myxomatosis struck in my area last year, 
reducing the abundant coney population to a tiny 
handful of survivors. 

However, young and well grown rabbits are now to be 
seen on all sides, perhaps the result of enforced 
underground incarceration to avoid the rains! However, 
they are welcome as I thoroughly enjoy rabbit casserole 
or stew! 

Now, I see that the Blackdown Hills Heritage Day is 
being held on Saturday, September 29th when 2,000 
years of history will come to life. Free family events will 
be taking place across the Blackdown Hills, including an 
Iron Age experience and medieval pot making. 

From 10am to 4pm, you can browse displays at 
Throgmorton Community Hall in Dunkeswell, including 
a hi-tech “fly” over the ancient landscape and view 
archive photographs and historic maps, while in the 
afternoon there will be a chance to experience life as a 
member of the Iron Age Dumnonii tribe at Newhaven 
Farm, Whitestaunton where archaeologist Mark Cox 
will show how local tribesmen turned iron ore into 
metal. 

There will be guided visits to Dunkeswell Abbey and 
Castle Neroche, while visitors can also look at local 
building and agricultural traditions during a walk round 
Stockland. For full details go to www.

01823 681933. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust’s Upton Heath keeps popping up 
in the news. Readers may recall that a third of this 
important 500 acre site was devastated by arson, but as 
a result of generous donations from the public, heathland 
plants are already returning and, in order to assist the 
three Shetland cattle which are helping to keep the 
vegetation in check, a brace of rare British White cattle 
have joined the team. 

The cattle, as a breed, go back hundreds of years but, 
due to a decline in numbers, are now listed as a minority 
breed. Three more British Whites, bought by DWT in 
partnership with the Borough of Poole, will add to the 
herd in the winter. 

Grazing is the best way to manage and restore this rare 
habitat and will help to reduce vegetation susceptible to 
fire. The cattle are all dog and people-friendly but must 
not be fed or worried by dogs.

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TAE kwon-do instructor Gerry Waugh grew up in Scotland and moved to Devon in the 1980s, and to Axminster 
three years ago. Having trained in the martial art at local classes, Gerry became a full-time instructor last year 
and holds his own classes in Axminster, Sidmouth, Charmouth and Bridport. He is married to wife Vanessa, who 
helps with the admin side of his classes, and they have a 21-year-old son, Robbie, who is currently at 
university. 


• HOW did you become interested in tae kwon-do? 

I had dabbled in other martial arts, first judo as a young child 
and then karate as a teenager, but I didn’t stick with them. 1 
discovered tae kwon-do at a TAGB demo in Honiton in the 
1990s. 

The instructor at the time, Daren Sainsbury, put on a demo, 
which fascinated my son, but he was very young at the time 
and nothing came of it immediately. He didn’t mention it 
again for a few years until he saw a neighbour going off in a 
“dobok” (tae kwon-do uniform) and then he asked to join. 

We enrolled him in the classes and, as there are some sim¬ 
ilarities to karate, at least in the basics, I was able to help him 
at home for a while. But, as he moved through his first few 
belts, the differences became obvious and I was out of my 
depth, so I joined too. 

By that time, he no longer needed my help and I was doing 
it for myself. I have never regretted it. Obviously, as my son 
started training first, he got his black belt before me, but I 
have very much enjoyed training alongside him. 

As well as being a tae kwon-do instructor, I am also a qual¬ 
ified tournament referee and officiate at competitions all over 
the country. 

• WHERE did you train? 

Originally in Honiton, and also at other classes. Mr Sainsbury 
used to run three classes in Honiton, Axminster and Colyton 
and I trained at all of them. A few years ago, he passed Honi¬ 
ton to Chloe Lock, who ran the Broadclyst class already and 
she still runs both. Later, after I qualified as an instructor, he 
passed the Axminster class to me. He still teaches at Colyton 
and that is where I train now. 

• TELL us about your tae kwon-do classes... 

Apart from Axminster, I also teach in Sidmouth, Charmouth 
and Bridport. Adults and children train together and we have 
quite a few family groups, which pleases me, as I originally 
trained with my son. I think it helps to have someone at home 
who shares the interest, so I offer a discounted training rate 
for family members training together. 

All my classes are part of the Tae Kwon-Do Association of 
Great Britain (TAGB), which has been around since 1983. 
There are more than 600 TAGB schools in the UK, with 
around 20,000 students training. 

• WHY would you encourage 
others to take up tae kwon-do? 

Certainly for fitness and flexibility. When I started, I was in 
my thirties and had a very sedentary office job. I was over¬ 
weight, very unfit and extremely inflexible - I could barely 
kick above knee height. 

Anyone, with enough dedication and effort can go from 
that as far as they want to take it. For the kids, it also brings 
confidence, respect, discipline, coordination and good mental 
focus. 

• DO you think the Olympics has 
inspired others to get involved in the sport? 

I certainly hope so. I hope it has inspired a whole generation 
to get more physically active. As I said, however, tae kwon- 
do is much more than just a sport. Anyone who wants to try 
it out is welcome to come along for a couple of free, no ob¬ 
ligation trial sessions. You can find out more at www.target 
tagb.co.uk or call me on 01297 639830. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Tae kwon-do takes up most of my time but I also love music. 
I have only limited musical ability, but I like to try to write 
songs. There are lots of open mic sessions in several venues 
around this area and they are a great place to try out new ma¬ 
terial. 

Nobody is judgemental or critical - we all just share in the 
experience and support each other. Those nights are a lot of 
fun. I also freely admit to being a computer nerd. 

• WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

The Devon and Dorset coastlines are amazing. Millions of 
people come here on holiday just to see them. Even travelling 
between my classes several times a week there can be times 


when I can turn a corner and catch a view that takes my 
breath away. 

• WHAT would you add to or change 
about the local area if you could? 

“If it ain’t broke, don’t fix it” is the saying that applies. I love 
it here, so why change anything? 

• WHAT three items would you 
want if stranded on a desert island? 

My wife, my son and a crate of sun cream. I’m a Scot, we’re 
not genetically designed for sunshine! 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and why? 

1 love to visit France. I’ve been there many times, although 
not for a couple of years. I lived and worked on the 
Swiss/French border for a while several years ago. 

I love the French way of eating out - a meal is about much 
more than just the food. It is a social experience. The pace of 
life, even in some of the cities, is more laid back and it is re¬ 
ally nice to fit in with that for a while.

In the Old Testament, the 
prophet Isaiah spoke of the people of Israel as a vineyard 
which the Lord had planted and had cultivated with all 
possible care. And then in the gospel, when our Lord sent 
out 72 of his disciples to go ahead of him to all the places he 
was to visit, these were the instructions he gave them: ‘The 
harvest is rich, but the labourers are few, so ask the Lord of 
the harvest to send more labourers to his harvest.’

There are trips out around town 
and to the seafront and trips out 
in the charabanc. An 
activities/exercise organiser 
visits once a week. We have fre¬ 
quent visits from musical enter¬ 
tainers. Residents are 
encouraged to follow their cho¬ 
sen religious beliefs and a cler¬ 
gyman gives a communion 
service once a month. 


We always encourage residents 
to become involved in local 
events such as exhibitions at the 
town hall, seafront fetes and the 
carnival.

New entry-level models broaden 
Volkswagen Beetle’s appeal 


Volkswagen has today 
added two more engine deriv¬ 
atives to the Beetle line-up, 
thus completing the range and 
not only lowering the entry- 
level price by over £1,400, but 
also reducing the entry-level 
carbon dioxide emissions 
value. This means the eye¬ 
catching hatch has additional 
appeal for not only style-con¬ 
scious buyers, but also those 
looking for a high value and 
environmentally-friendly ve¬ 
hicle. 

Available to order from 
Volkswagen Retailers from 


today and ready for delivery to 
customers in January 2013 are 
the 1.2-litre TSI 105 PS with 
a six-speed manual gearbox 
(joining the DSG version of 
the same powerplant) and the 
1.6-litre TDI 105 PS with 
BlueMotion Technology 
which is offered with either a 
five-speed manual or seven- 
speed DSG transmission. 
Both entry level models are 
available in entry-level ‘Bee¬ 
tle’ or ‘Design’ trim. 

The entry-level 1.2-litre TSI 
with manual gearbox is priced

AXMINSTER Town’s fond 
farewell to Sector Lane is on 
hold - at least for another few 
weeks. 

Contrary to reports in other 
newspapers, Saturday’s 1-0 
victory over Galmpton United 
was not the Tigers’ swan-song 
at Sector, which for years has 
provided one of the best play¬ 
ing surfaces for miles around. 

Axminster are planning to 
move to a new ground in 
Chard Road, having agreed to 
sell Sector to developers De¬ 
vonshire Homes who will be 
building 71 new homes on the 
football field. 

Devonshire Homes have just 
secured £150,000 funding for 
their development plans and 
are anxious to start work on 
the first stage. Whilst work 
continued on the new Chard 
Road site, the Tigers were 
planning to ground-share with 
Ottery St Mary at Washbrook 
Meadows .
